= Accordingly we find, that in the 
= Reigns of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed

Our general aim thereſore in this

And if they think much, 
that any of the old do remain, and 
would rather have all deviſed a- 
new : then ſuch men granting ſome 
Ceremonies. convenient to be had, 
ſurely where the old may be well 
uſed, there they cannot reaſonably 
reprove the old only for their age, 
without. bewraying of their own 
folly. For in ſuch a caſe they ought 
rather to have reverence unto them 
for their Antiquity, if they will de- 
clare themſelves to be more fiudious 
of Unity and Concord, than of Inno- 
vations and Newſangleneſs, which 
(as much as may be with true ſett- 
ing-forth of Chriſt's Religion) is al- 
ways to be eſchewed. Furthermore, 
ſuch ſhall have no- juſt cauſe with 
the Ceremonies reſerved to be of- 
fended. For as thoſe be taken away 
which were moſt abuſed, and did 
burden men's Conſciences without 
any cauſe; ſo the other that remain, 
are retained for a Diſcipline and Or- 
der, rar 3 juſt Cauſes) may 
be altered and changed, and there- 
fore are not to be eſteemed equal 
with God's law. And moreover, 
they be neither dark nor dumb Ce- 
remonies, but are ſo ſet forth that 
every man may underſtand what 
they do mean, and to what uſe they 
do ſerve. So that it is not like that 
they in time to come ſhould be a- 
buſed as others have been. And in 
theſe our doings we condemn no o- 
ther Nations, nor preſcribe any thing
